U.S. Still Ponders 
Lingering Problem: 
Soviet Troops on Isle 


WASHINGTON (AP)

“ The month of March is not fin­ 
ished yet and we should have a 
clearer idea as to what the total 
numbers should be in the coming 
days.” 
Since then about 400 more So­ 
viet military personnel have de­ 
parted, according to unofficial re­ 
ports. But Kennedy, who consid­ 
ered the Cuban situation at a 
meeting of the National Security 
Council Executive Committee F ri­ 
day, has kept silent on the count. 
The quick cooling off of the 
shooting incident indicated both 
Havana and Washington wanted 
to avoid any new crisis. 
The State Departm ent disclosed 
Friday that the strafing—which 
occurred about 20 miles north of 
the northern Cuba coast—was pre­ 
ceded and followed by diplomatic 
messages from Havana.

Living Standard 
For Expense 
Accounts Cut 


WASHINGTON (AP)—The men 
in gray flannel suits who love to 
grab the tax deductible luncheon 
check breathed more easily to­ 
day. The new expense account 
rules are less drastic than they 
had feared. 
The basic regulation on travel 
and entertainm ent deductions was 
issued Friday by Commissioner 
Mortimer M. Caplin of the Internal 
Revenue Service. It probably did 
not put an end to expense ac­ 
count living, but it reduced that 
living standard somewhat 
IL left some questions of deduc­ 
tibility up to the revenue agent 
who checks the income tax re­ 
turn. including the big one. 
What is “ lavish or extravagant 
entertainm ent,” barred from de­ 
ductibility by the 1962 tax law? 
The regulation set no dollar lim­ 
itation on lavishness. Caplin said 
the IRS will decide each case on 
individual circumstances. 
The National Restaurant Asso­ 
ciation, one of many organizations 
in the entertainm ent, travel and 
dining-out industries which have 
complained that the expense ac­ 
count crackdown is hurting busi­ 
ness, conceded that IRS has ar­ 
rived at “ a fairly liberal inter­ 
pretation” of last year’s law. 
But the association’s Washington 
counsel, Thomas W Power, pre­ 
dicted that the 88-page regulation 
‘will only add to the confusion.”’ 
Caplin indicated he was satis­ 
fied with the rules a3 they stand. 
The regulation still is subject to 
change, although it is effective as 
of last January I for the 1963 tax 
year. 
Public hearings will be held fiv« 
or six weeks from now when com­

Then a revised and f i n a l ver­ 
sion will be drafted, to take ef­ 
fect 30 days after it is issued. 
In the meantime, Caplin has or­ 
dered IRS agents to “ resolve rea­ 
sonable doubts in favor of taxpay­ 
ers,” if the taxpayers have made 
good faith efforts to comply. 
In the 1982 tax law, Congress 
directed IRS to add some teeth 
to the old rule which made en­ 
tertainm ent and travel costs de­ 
ductible if the taxpayer showed 
merely that they were ordinary 
and necessary business expenses. 
The new regulation makes it 
clear that entertainm ent outlays 
intended simply to foster business 
good will do not ordinarily qualify

A total of 324 pedestrians were 
killed and 3,662 were injured by 
cars.

Farm ers should apply 
one of these insecticides about a 
week after spittlebugs first hatch, 
usually when the crop is about six 
inches high. The m aterial should be 
used with at least IO gallons of 
water to the acre. 
• • • 
FARMERS should use lindane at 
a rate of one p i n t of 20 per cent 
emulsion concentrate to the acre. 
The m aterial can be applied when 
the plant growth is two inches high 
Crops treated with lindane should 
be grazed or h a r v e s t e d with­ 
in 30 days after treatm ent. 
Research has indicated that har­ 
vesting treated crops sooner m ay 
result in lindane residues an the 
hay. Do not use lindane in sprayers 
with felt screens, or with wire 
screens of less than IOO mesh. 
Methoxychlor should be appl­ 
ied at a rate of 2 quarte of 2i 
per cent emulsion concentrate ta 
the acre. 
If w eather conditions 
prevent 
making a spray application at the 
preferred time and the crop growth 
becomes more than six i n c h e s 
high, methoxychlor in at least 20 
gallons of w a t e r per acre will 
be required to get good coverage 
and satisfactory control. Animals 
should not be p a s t u r e d, or the 
crop harvested within seven days 
after treatm ent.

Hamrick said when a farm er o r­ 
ders his seed early he giv es his 
dealer time to (1) sav e su fficient 
seed o f the v ariety o f hy brid the 
farm er wants; (2) o rder in mo re 
seed if the present su pply is o v er­ 
so ld. 
Seed can be pu rchased at almo st 
any price and qu ality . Cheap seed 
o ften is po o r seed, altho u gh there 
actu ally is o nly two o r three per 
cent difference in price between 
the po o rest and the best qu ality . 
State law requ ires ev ery bag o f 
seed carry a label o r tag designa­ 
ting v ariety , germinatio n, weed 
seed co ntent and o ther characteris­ 
tics. 
It’s a go o d idea to sav e this tag, 
alo ng with a sample o f the seed 
u sed, the agent said. This giv es 
the farm er a check o n the v ariety 
o r hy brid in case it do esn't tu rn 
o u t as ex pected.

Right Analysis 
Guide to Use 
For Fertilizer 


Fertilizer should be selected by 
its analysis rather than by the 
size of tile bag or the price, says 
K. L. Bader, assistant professor of 
agronomy at The Ohio State Uni­ 
versity. 
The analysis (usually given 
as 10-10-10-, 15-10-5) is the per 
centage of weight of the nutrients 
— nitrogen, phosphorus and pot­ 
ash. 
Price is largely determined by 
the source of the nitrogen.

Will your lawn be shady or sun­ 
ny, wet or dry, subject to little 
or heavy foot traffic, in front or 
behind of the house? Considering 
these questions will help you de­ 
cide on the right grass for your 
lawn. 
Common Kentucky Bluegrass 
is the most widely and generally 
best adapted grass 
for Ohio 
lawns. I fs good in sunny loca­ 
tions where it receives none to 
moderately heavy foot traffic. 
Its a poor bet, however, on very 
infertile and u n d r a i n e d soils. 
An average amount of fertilization 


and general care is needed for this 
type of lawn. 
Merion Kentucky Bluegrass is 
superior 
to 
Common 
Kentucky 
Bluegrass in quality of turf, heat 
and drought tolerance. It is dark­ 
er green and the blades are not 
as harsh as Common Kentucky 
Bluegrass.

A SOIL TEST is the most ac­ 
curate way to determ ine how much 
fertilizer to use on you lawn. For 
only a small cost you can get both 
fertilizer and lime recomm enda­ 
tions that are right for your own 
lawn, says Boder. 
Take a sample core three inches 
deep in representative areas of 
your lawn. Take the sample to the 
county Extension office and speci­ 
fic recommendations will be made. 
As a rule, for average bluegrass, 
fescue or m ixture lawns, 
apply 
one to two pounds of nitrogen per 
1,000 square feet during March or 
April. Merion bluegrass usually 
requires the larger amount. 
Spring fertilization replaces the 
plant nutrients that are removed 
through lawn clippings. It should 
be a supplimentary application 
to the annual basic treatment in 
the fall.

Soviet Poet Bows 


To New Pressure 


MOSCOW (AP)—Poet Yevgeny 
Yevtushenko, a chief target of 
P re m ie r. Khrushchev's blast last 
month at Western influences in 
Soviet art, has bowed to official 
pressure again. 
The Soviet News agency Tass 
•aid the 30-year-old idol of the 
Soviet Union’s younger generation 
confessed his “ m i s t a k e s” at 
a meeting of S o v i e t writers. 
E arlier this year Yevtushenko 
revised one of his most famous 
poems, “ Babi Y ar,” which com­ 
poser Dmitri Shostakovich had in­ 
cluded in his choral 13th sym­ 
phony. Soviet officials had decided 
the poem implied anti-Semitism in 
the Soviet Union. 


It’s the wise farm er who orders 
his corn and soybeans seed early. 
Even an adequate supply of seed 
in Ohio does not i n s u r e a farm 
er of getting the variety of hybrid 
he wants and a t the tim e he wants 
it, according to Extension Agent 
George Hamrick. For this reason 
farm ers should order their corn 
and soybeans seed now, if they 
have not already done so. 
Those who wait until planting 
time m ay find their seed suppliers 
out of the variety or hybrid they 
want and without sufficient time 
to re-order. This happens to many 
farm ers every year. 
Hamrick said when a farm er or 
ders his seed early he gives his 
dealer time to (I) save sufficient 
seed of the variety of hybrid the 
farm er wants; (2) order in more 
seed if the present supply is over 
sold. 
Seed can be purchased at almost 
any price and quality. Cheap seed 
often is poor seed, although there 
actually is only two or three per 
cent difference in price between 
the poorest and the best quality 
State law requires every bag of 
seed carry a label or tag designa 
ting variety, germination, weed 
seed content and other characteris 
tics. 
It's a good idea to save this tag 
along with a sample of the seed 
used, the agent said. This gives 
the farm er a check on the variety 
or hybrid in case it doesn’t turn 
out as expected. 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. (AP) 
-—The United States’ Saturn boost­ 
e r may soon overtake the Soviet 
lead in rocket power in a move 
which could have a significant 
bearing on the race to the moon. 
Although Saturn still is in the 
experimental stage, it may with­ 
in six months score a great pro­ 
pellant breakthrough and at the 
sam e time toss a 33,000-pound 
satellite 
into 
orbit—more 
than 
doubling the weight of the largest 
Soviet satellite sent up to date. 
In 121 seconds of powered flight 
Thursday, Saturn completed the 
first phase of its test program . 
When the test was over, the first 
stage had registered its fourth 
success 
without a 
failure 
and 
demonstrated it can operate even 
when one of its eight engines 
fails. 
After IOO seconds of flight, a tim ­ 
ing device cut off one e n g i n e 
to simulate a failure. Fuel flow to 
that engine halted automatically 
and the propellant was distributed 
equally to the other seven. 
The remaining working engines

It is vigorous, par­ 
tic u la r if the soil is well drained 
and fertile.

BENTGRASS can be a beautiful 
lawn, but it requires 
extreme 
care. High fertility, disease and 
insect control program s, and fre­ 
quent clipping are necessary. 
If you are not prepared to give 
considerable time to lawn care, you 
should not se e d any bentgrass. 
It frequently becomes a weedy pro­ 
blem in bluegrass lawns. 
If you want bentgrass, plan on 
your whole lawn being bentgrass. 
For the average home lawn 
which has some shade, a 50-50 
mixture of Kentucky Bluegrass 
(either Merion or Common) and 
Red Fescue is one of the best 
mixtures. 
A complicated mix­ 
ture is not needed. 
Mixtures with Timothy, Red Rop 
Orchardgrass, Tall Fescue (Alta or 
Kentucky 31), Brom egrass would 
normally be undersirable for home 
lawns.

It may t>e argued that justices, 
sho uld no t publicly discuss pub-, 
lie Issues in o rder that, by so re­ 
training, 
they 
will 
pro vide 
an 
image o f impartiality , a ,«*ort o f 
Oly mpian alo o fness, and thereby 
remain free o f criticism. 
Fo r much o f American histo ry , 
but no * all o f it, justices have 
stay ed away fro m direct partici­ 
patio n in po litics. There’s a real­ 
istic reaso n fo r this. They ’d be the 
center o f a po litical upro ar fo r 
y ears afterward and might be­ 
co me targets fo r po litical retalia­ 
tio n. 
But this self-enfo rced alo o fness 
fro m po litical activity do es no t 
mean they do n’t think po litically . 
And it’s a fallacy to suggest that 
a justice might be able to pre­ 
serve an appearance of impartiali­ 
ty if he didn’t discuss publicly 
Issues which may o r may no t 
co me befo re the co urt. 
Every time the co urt hands 
do wn a decisio n the justices, by 
being fo r o r against it, are pub­ 
licly ex pressing an o pinio n o n it, 
and so metimes at great length. 
The 
co urt 
o pinio ns 
may 
be 
limited to a q uestio n o f saving o r 
no t saving a co ndemned man fro m 
electro cutio n. Or they may have 
eno rmo us po litical and so cial co n­ 
seq uences like these three o f re 
cent y ears: 
Outlawing racial segregatio n in 
public 
scho o ls; 
stepping 
in 
to 
fo rce state legislatures to give 
city -dwellers fairer representatio n 
by reappo rtio ning themselves; o r 
banning a city -impo sed pray er in 
public scho o ls. 
In all three o f these decisio ns 
the co urt was criticised. The fact 


they ex pressed the o pino ns fro m 
views as a co urt that they were 
attacked 
Fro m the very beginning o f the 
co untry 
the 
justices

tacked fo r their o fficial o pinio ns. 
Who did the deno uncing at any 
given time depended o n who se o x 
was go red. 
The very survival o f the co urt 
has depended perhaps o n the fact 
that their 
mo st 
unpo pular de­ 
cisio ns came at different times, 
which meant they were criticized 
by different gro ups at different

times instead o f by all o f them at 
o nce. 
it's because o f their decisio ns 
and what they say in them—ex ­ 
plaining their reaso ns fo r reaching 
a co nclusio n—that the justices can 
he bracketed as liberals o r co n­ 
servatives. 
Once so bracketed, they have 
enemies and suppo rters. And just 
because o f this y ear's decisio ns 
the present co urt can be said co n­ 
fidently no w to po ssess a definite 
5-4 liberal majo rity .

“ Every time we save the life 
o f & serio usly injured acciden* pa­ 
tient we triumph o ver death but 
create a new pro blem fo r o ur­ 
selves,” he said, asserting that 
every co mmunity ho spital sho uld 
have a rehabilitatio n service. 
‘To save a patient fro m y ears 
o f dependency may be mo re hu­ 
mane than just saving his life.” 
Earlier during the final sessio n 
o f the three-day co nventio n, Dr. 
Ro bert A. Haines, Kansas direc­ 
to r o f institutio ns, bro ught atten­ 
tio n to what he called a revo lu­ 
tio n in psy chiatry . 
Haines, fo rmer directo r o f Ohio ’s 
Department o f Mental Hy giene 
and Co rrectio n, said peo ple are 
beginning to realize that a men­ 
tally ill perso n can be helped and 
so me general ho spitals are no w 
pro viding psy chiatric units.

Purchase of Alaska Made 
Just 9 6 Years Ago Today 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Ninety -1 
six y ears ago t o d a y the United 
States paid Russia $7.2 millio n fo r 
Alaska—then Russian America 
A few y ears ago . just after 
Alaska became the 49 th state, So 
viet Deputy Premier Fro l Ko zlo v 
said: 
“W’e’d give y o u $200 millio n fo r 
It—but I do n’t suppo se y o u wo uld 
sell. We have a pro verb in Russia,! 
if so mething has fallen o ff a cart, 
it is lo st fo rever.” 
When Russia gave up Alaska in 
1967 after ho lding it fo r 126 y ears, 
many Americans tho ught $7.2 mil­ 
lio n was far to o much to pay fo r 
what they visualized as an ice­ 
bo und wasteland. 
There were rumo rs that the 
Russian minister had bribed high 
o fficials to secure co ngressio nal 
appro val o f the deal. 
In the mid-1850s, Russia’s czar- 
ist go vernment realized it co uldn't 
defend Alaska if war came and 
the co lo ny wo uld fall eventually 
either to the United States o r 
Great Britain, and Russia pre­ 


ferred having it belo ng to the 
United States. 
Russia had lo o ked upo n Alaska 
as an investment rather than a 
co lo ny . The Russian American Co . 
held ex clusive franchise to ex plo it 
its wealth. 
Mismanagement 
had 
bro ught 
the co mpany to the verge o f bank­ 
ruptcy when the czar refused to 
renew the franchise in 
18 62. The 
Russians felt they had drained the 
co untry o f mo st o f its reso urces. 
First o vertures fo r the sale o f 
Alaska were made in 1850 during 
the administratio n o f President 
Buchanan. This effo rt was swept 
aside by the o utbreak o f the Civil 
War. 
In 
December 
19 06. 
Baro n 
Edo uard de Sto eckl. lo ngtime am­ 
bassado r to the United States, was 
o n vacatio n in Russia when he 
was given o rders to nego tiate fo r 
the sale o f Alaska. 
Returning 
to 
Washingto n, 
he 
bro ached the subject to Secretary 
o f State William H. Seward. Se­ 
ward o ffered $5 
millio n. Sto eckly 
demanded $10 millio n. 


So o n they agreed o n $7.2 millio n 
and o n the evening o f March 29, 
Sto eckl burst into Seward’s ho me 
with the news that his go vernment 
had agreed to treaty terms and 
they co uld prepare a final draft 
nex t day . 
With Co ngress o n the verge o f 
adjo urnment, 
Seward 
insisted 
they go rijht to wo rk that night. 
The treaty was signed at 4 a.m. 
March 30 and immediately sent 
to the Senate. It was ratified April 
9. 
Co ngress appro priated no mo n­ 
ey 
fo r 
pay ment 
befo re 
it 
adjo urned, but Russian-U.S. rela­ 
tio ns were so co rdial that Alaska 
was handed o ver any way o n Oct. 
18. 
Effo rts to appro priate the mo n­ 
ey were stalled by the impeach­ 
ment trial o f President Andrew 
Jo hnso n in early 1868 If to o k an 
unlikely co alitio n o f Jo hnso n sup­

fro m o ffice to win 113-43 appro val

There are mo re peo ple at wo rk 
in the American eco no my than 
ever befo re — 66.4 millio n in fact.

WASHINGTON (AP)—Should a 
Supreme Court justice limit him­ 
self—in 
expressing 
opinions-—to 
the decisions which he and the 
other eight justices hand down? 
It may be argued that justices 
should not publicly discuss pub­ 
lic issues in order that, by so re­ 
fraining, 
they will provide 
an 
image of impartiality, a sort of 
Olympian aloofness, and thereby 
remain free of criticism. 
For much of American history, 
but no4 all of it, justices have 
stayed away from direct partici­ 
pation in politics. There’s a real­ 
istic reason for this. They’d be the 
center of a political uproar for 
years afterward and might be­ 
come targets for political re tali a 
tion. 
But this self-enforced aloofness 
from political activity does not 
mean they don’t think politically. 
And it’s a fallacy to suggest that 
a justice might be able to pre 
serve an appearance of impartiali­ 
ty if he didn’t discuss publicly 
Issues which may or may not 
come before the court. 
Every time the court hands 
down a decision the justices, by 
being for or against it, are pub­ 
licly expressing an opinion on it, 
and sometimes at great length. 
The 
court opinions 
may 
be 
limited to a question of saving or 
not saving a condemned man from 
electrocution. Or they may have 
enormous political and social con­ 
sequences like these three of re 
cent years: 
Outlawing racial segregation in 
public 
schools; 
stepping in to 
force state legislatures to give 
city-dwellers fairer representation 
by reapportioning themselves; or 
banning a city-imposed prayer in 
public schools. 
In all three of these decisions 
the court was criticized. The fact 


they expressed the opinons from 
views as a court that they were 
attacked. 
From the very beginning of the 
country 
the 
justices 
were 
at­ 
tacked for their official opinions. 
Who did the denouncing at any 
given time depended on whose ox 
was gored. 
The very survival of the court 
has depended perhaps on the fact 
that their most unpopular de­ 
cisions came at different times, 
which meant they were criticized 
by different groups at different

times instead of by all of them at 
once. 
It's because of their decisions 
and what they say in them—ex­ 
plaining their reasons for reaching 
a conclusion—that the justices can 
be bracketed as liberals or con­ 
servatives. 
Once so bracketed, they have 
enemies and supporters. And just 
because of this year’s decisions 
the present court can be said con­ 
fidently now to possess a definite 
5-4 liberal majority. 
Therefore, continuing liberal de­ 
cisions can be expected.

For Thefts 


CLEVELAND (AP)—Miss Rosa­ 
lie Laugesen, an accountant and 
lax expert, has been sentenced to 
serve 6 to IOO years in Marys­ 
ville Prison for Women on her 
conviction of embezzling from the 
estates of two clients. Her attor­ 
ney said she would appeal. 
The 47-year-old woman told 
Common Pleas Judge John V. 
Corrigan before she was sen­ 
tenced that she was not guilty of 
e m b e z z l i n g $80,000 as charg­ 
ed. The judge replied: 
“You have shown all the cun­ 
ning and guile of a she-devil. You 
•re a ghoul. From time immem­ 
orial, in civilized society, there 
has been nothing lower than a 
grave robber. You are such a per­ 
son.’’ 
A jury convicted Miss Laugesen 
March 8 on ten counts of forgery 
and embezzlement from the es­ 
tates of Raymond J. and Pearl 
Lenz. She had served for many 
years as Lenz's accountant and 
tax consultant and also had oper­ 
ated a private income tax service 
in Parma. 
Lenz was hospitalized in Phoe­ 
nix, Ariz., in July. 1960 while he 
and his wife were returning home 
from California. Mrs. Lenz was 
killed in a traffic accident while 
driving to Cleveland her husband 
died a week later. 
Assistant Prosecutor Harvey 
Monck told the jury that Miss 
Laugesen had forged the wills of 
Mr. and Mrs. Lenz.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — The 
Ohio Department of Highways has 
set up a four-year $1.3 billion 
road-building plan and its director 
says “no additional taxes will be 
needed to complete the program.” 
Director Pearl E. Masheter said 
the program calls for $650 million 
to be spent between next July I 
and June 30, 1965 and another 
$650 million between July I, 1965 
and June 30, 1967. 
Masheter said the figures do not 
include engineering and right-of- 
way costs. He added that the pro­ 
gram is based on expected federal 
matching funds and state taxes 
earmarked for the highway pro­ 
gram. 
Meanwhile, the department has 
reported reinstatement of two en­ 
gineering agreements previously 
cancelled, and termination of two 
other engineering awards for ma­ 
jor road projects. 
The reinstatements were with 
Michael Baker Jr., 
Rochester, 
Pa., and Burgess and Niple, Co­ 
lumbus. 
Originally, Baker was awarded 
engineering work for a portion of 
Interstate 680 in Mahoning Coun­ 
ty, from the south corporation line 
of Youngstown to the Ohio Turn­ 
pike. The project calls for 7.1 
miles of construction costing $9 
million. 
Burgess and Niple now will pro­ 
ceed with engineering work on the 
reinstated contract for 10.5 miles 
of Interstate 270, known as the Co­ 
lumbus Outerbeit West. It will in­ 
clude a bridge over the Scioto 
River and cost $10.5 million. 
The contracts terminated are 
for engineering work on U. S. 35 
in Jackson and Gallia counties by 
Smith Pollitte and Associates of 


Lexington. Ky., and Michael Baker 
Jr. of Rochester, Pa., for engineer­ 
ing work on Ohio 62 in Stark, Ma­ 
honing and Columbiana counties 
The U. S. 35 project was for 19.7 
miles of construction costing $8,- 
225,000, and the Ohio 62 work cost 
is still under study. 
As for the terminations, the de­ 
partment said this does not mean 
that the work is not to go ahead, 
but only delayed for further study. 
The department never announced 
why the two terminations, now re- 
n.wed, had been cancelled, but it 
was reported it was done for fur 
ther study. 
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Rehabilitation 
Seen Problem 


For Medicine 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — A 
paradox of modern medicine— 
miracle drugs and new skills sav­ 
ing more lives but creating new 
problems—has brought a need for 
greater concentration on rehabili­ 
tation, a health expert says. 
Dr. Frank H. Krusen, president 
of the Sister Elizabeth Kenny 
Foundation in Minneapolis, Minn., 
told some 3,000 delegates to the 
Ohio Hospital Association conven­ 
tion Thursday that hospitals must 
meet a new responsibility to the 
“casualties of progress,” the pa­ 
tients needing rehabilitation. 
“Every time we save the life 
of a seriously injured accident pa­ 
tient we triumph over death but 
create a new problem for our­ 
selves,” he said, asserting that 
every community hospital should 
have a rehabilitation service. 
‘To save a patient from years 
of dependency may be more hu­ 
mane than just saving his life.” 
Earlier during the final session 
of the three-day convention. Dr. 
Robert A. Haines, Kansas direc­ 
tor of institutions, brought atten­ 
tion to what he called a revolu­ 
tion in psychiatry.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—G. E 
(Ned) Sharpies has resigned bis 
post as executive secretary of the 
Ohio Higher Education Assistance 
Commission, 
blaming 
what he 
termed political pressures. 
Sharpies, a $l,020-a-month em 
ployer of the commission, announc 
ed his resignation Thursday and 
said he was considering going 
to Puerto Rico to write a book 
“on the pitfalls of politics.” 
The commission was set up by 
former Gov. Michael V. DiSalle 
to 
guarantee loans 
to college 
students. 
In an unsigned news release, 
Sharpies said the commission’s 
efforts to become self-supporting 
were being blocked by the State 
Controlling Board. 
He said planned withholding of 
funds by the Finance Department 
and distorted press reports of the 
commission’s finances and budget­ 
ing combined to “ shake the con 
fidence of lenders. . . .” 
Sharpies appeared before the 
State Controlling Board several 
days agio in a session which dis 
closed that two years of the com­ 
mission’s appropriation was spent 
in less than one year.

We are flourishing in an age of 
medical wonders. No other era has 
produced as many life-giving and 
life-saving miracles. 
It hardly seems 
possible that 
scarcely a few decades ago the 
treatment for a disease such as 
diabetes was confused and hap­ 
hazard. Even our young adults can 
remember the advent of penicillin 
which seemingly overnight con­ 
quered severe infections like men­ 
ingitis and m a s t o d i t i s . The 
much-publicized vaccines have al­ 
most completely stamped out polio­ 
myelitis. 
The drama of open heart surgery 
is almost t a k e n for granted in 
major hospitals. And even mech­ 
anical engineers have contributed 
their ingenuity in the creation of 
heart machines, lung machines and 
kidney machines. 
We will soon be able to replace 
arteries, kidneys and even limbs. 
These are but a few of the ex­ 
citing achievements 
of modern 
medicine and modern technology. 
Good health, as the President has 
repeatedly emphasized, is one of 
the keys to the preservation and 
growth of our personal happiness 
and our national economy. No 
c o u n t r y in the world can pos­ 
sibly rival the consistently ex­ 
cellent health record of America 
and —what is even more remark­ 
able—our constant efforts to im­ 
prove and extend our medical fac 
ilities.

Purchase of Alaska Made 
Just 96 Years Ago Today 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Ninety- 
six years ago t o d a y the United 
States paid Russia $7.2 million for 
Alaska—then Russian America. 
A few years ago, just after 
Alaska became the 49th state, So­ 
viet Deputy Premier Frol Kozlov 
said: 
“We’d give you $200 million for 
it—but I don’t suppose you would 
sell. We have a proverb in Russia, 
if something has fallen off a cart, 
it is lost forever.” 
When Russia gave up Alaska in 
1867 after holding it for 126 years, 
many Americans thought $7.2 mil­ 
lion was far too much to pay for 
what they visualized as an ice­ 
bound wasteland. 
There were rumors that the 
Russian minister had bribed high 
officials to secure congressional 
approval of the deal. 
In the mid-1850s, Russia’s czar­ 
ist government realized it couldn’t 
defend Alaska if war came and 
the colony would fall eventually 
either to the United States or 
Great Britain, and Russia pre­ 


ferred having it belong to the 
United States. 
Russia had looked upon Alaska 
as an investment rather than a 
colony. The Russian American Co. 
held exclusive franchise to exploit 
its wealth. 
Mismanagement 
had 
brought 
the company to the verge of bank­ 
ruptcy when the czar refused to 
renew the franchise in 1862. The 
Russians felt they had drained the 
country of most of its resources. 
First overtures for the sale of 
Alaska were made in 1859 during 
the administration of President 
Buchanan. This effort was swept 
aside by the outbreak of the Civil 
War. 
In 
December 
1806, 
Baron 
Edouard de Stoeckl, longtime am­ 
bassador to the United States, was 
on vacation in Russia when he 
was given orders to negotiate for 
the sale of Alaska. 
Returning to Washington, he 
broached the subject to Secretary 
of State William H. Seward. Se­ 
ward offered $5 million. Steadily 
demanded $10 million. 


Soon they agreed on $7.2 million 
and on the evening of March 29, 
Stoeckl burst into Seward’s home 
with the news that his government 
had agreed to treaty terms and 
they could prepare a final draft 
next day. 
With Congress on the verge of 
adjournment, 
Seward 
insisted 
they go ri-jht to work that night. 
The treaty was signed at 4 a.m. 
March 30 and immediately sent 
to tee Senate. It was ratified April 
9. 
Congress appropriated no mon­ 
ey 
for 
payment 
before 
it 
adjourned, but Russian-U.S. rela­ 
tions were so cordial that Alaska 
was handed over anyway on Oct. 
18. 
Efforts to appropriate the mon­ 
ey were stalled by the impeach­ 
ment trial of President Andrew 
Johnson in early 1868. It took an 
unlikely coalition of Johnson sup­ 
porters and the men who had just 
tried to remove the president 
from office to win 113-43 approval 
of the House by July 14, 1868.

Pen Tax Bill 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) — The 
House Ways and Means Commit­ 
tee, which has heard some 200 
witneses on President Kennedy’s 
tax cut and revision proposals, 
starts next week the even longer 
task of writing a bill. 
Informed guessing on Capitol 
Hill is that the legislation will go 
to the House for action in June 
and that it will contain more im­ 
mediate tax reduction than Ken­ 
nedy recommended—about $3 bil­ 
lion—though ultimately the reduc­ 
tion might level off at about his 
long range figure—$10.2 billion. 
Moreover, 
most 
congressional 
observers will be surprised if the 
committee 
incorporates in this 
year’s bill more than a minimum 
of the tax revisions that Kennedy 
called necessary reforms and re- 
coupmgs of some of the revenue 
sacrificed by slashing tax rates 
To provide tax 
cuts without 
compensating tax revisions and 
yet not swell too much an im­ 
pending $11.9-billion deficit, the 
committee would have to forego 
rate reductions as deep as Ken­ 
nedy 
recommended. 
Instead of 
trimming the present 20 to 91 per 
cent personal income tax range as 
low as Kennedy’s proposed 14 to 
65, the spread might have to be 
more like 15 to 75.

When they 
come back from the woods, they 
have learned nothing that t h e y 
haven’t already learned as B o y 
Scouts. 
How much stimulation comes 
from training a young man at run­ 
ning a machine when he knows 
that a system of tape controls will 
take away his job the day after he 
gets it? The truth is that a climate 
of politically administered welfar­ 
ism 
and 
politically 
dominated 
make-work is not going to help ex­ 
pand the service trades at all. 
What we need is a society in which 
people can keep their own money 
to spend on all sorts et fanciful and 
inventive things. More luxuries, 
more travel. We also need a socie­ 
ty in w h i c h purchasing power 
ceases to be destroyed by infla­ 
tion. As President Kennedy insists, 


wa need l o w e r taxes. But aa 
the President does not seem to 
know, we also need a cut in gov­ 
ernment spending l o o k i n g to­ 
ward a balance in the budget. 
With money in their pockets, and 
with a feeling that they will con­ 
tinue to be paid in the future in a 
stable coin, people will buy th e 
darnedest services. An example? 
I give you the Sidney Printing and 
Publishing Company of Sidney, 
Ohio, which publishes a weekly 
hobby journal, “Coin World”, 
for numismatists. “Coin World” 
runs to more than a hundred pag­ 
es some weeks, and has a mast­ 
head of employees almost as long 
a your arm. A drop in the bucket 
of “service? Maybe so, but it is 
going to take thousands of s u c h 
drops if the U.S. is to solve its un­ 
employment s i t u a t i o n . Fac­ 
tory employment just isn’t going 
to do the job. Imaginative people 
will do it if they have a feeling that 
it is worth their while.

House committees have reached 
the stage where leaders look for 
a floor vote within two weeks on 
administration bills to create a 
youth commission and golden age 
villages. 
The villages would house non- 
psychotic 
patients moved from 
state hospitals. 
An industrial development bill, 
key measure in the Rhodes’ ad­ 
ministration 
program, 
c o u l d 
reach the House floor in about 
three weeks.

plans a final meeting next Tues­ 
day with bond counsel to resolve 
policy on financing. 
The measure contemplates fi­

Use Area Rugs 
For Unusual 
Color, Beauty 


By ELEANOR ROSS 
The open look of oak floors ac­ 
cented by area rugs is extremely 
popular and there are several rea­ 
sons for this. For one thing, area 
rugs are “ portable" and can be 
changed at will. This is good f o r 
folk 
who like 
to 
change 
their 
room decor from time to time. 
Then, too, area rugs are fine for 
those who like unusual colors and 
patterns m their floor coverings. 
Beautiful wall -to - wall carpeting 
must, perforce, be more subdu­ 
ed because of the wide expanse. 
Area rug 5 are also easier to 
clean and can be rotated to take 
traffic wear off one spot and dis­ 
tribute it evenly. 
The well - chosen area rug lends 
itself to many period treatments. 
In an Early American room, for 
example, the braided rug is an 
ideal choice over a polished oak 
floor. A French Provincial room 
might use area rugs in tradition­ 
al patterns or solid tones to reflect 
the predominant hues in the fur­ 
niture, wallpaper and draperies. 
For a modern room, the accent 
rug in abstract patterns of many 
kinds might be chosen. Some of 
the abstracts are a bit wild, to be 
sure, but there are some extreme­ 
ly handsome designs, too. 
As for sizes, the accent rug is of­ 
ten large enough to accommodate 
a whole group of furniture. O n e 
rug might be placed to encompass 
couch, easy chairs and coffee ta­ 
ble. Another rug may accent the 
fireplace area. Still a third, m at­ 
ching or harmonizing, can be used 
in the dining area of a room. 
As for oak floors, 
modern m a­ 
terials and methods have made it 
easier than ever to keep them 
clean and beautiful. The modern 
oak floor can be cleaned and wax­ 
ed in a single operation. This is 
done through the use of a liquid 
wax preparation which removes 
dirt and ordinary spots and leaves 
a protective finish. Polishing com­ 
pletes the task. 
M a n y homemakers find t h i s 
treatment need be repeated only 
two or three times a year. 
The only other 
care ordinarily 
required to keep oak floors in tip­ 
top shade is routine dusting with 
an untreated mop, plus occasional 
light polishing between waxings. 
Although most homemakers pre­ 
fer oak floors In natural tones, 
there is a growing increase in the 
use of stains to achieve various co­ 
lor effects. 
Traditional rooms go in for dark 
stains, while stains in attractive 
decorator 
colors 
are 
frequently 
used for bolder and very interest­ 
ing effects in modem or contem­ 
porary rooms. 
Then, too, some oak floors can 
be inset with 
strips 
of 
b* ass or 
stainless steel for unusual dec­ 
orative effects. 
Another avant-garde idea worth 
mentioning is that of having the 
builder leave an open trough in a 
large floor area to serve as a plan­ 
ter. The trough is l a t e r lined 
with metal to hold a handsome ar­ 
ray of greenery. 
Makes a fine room divider, too!

'Crisis' Seen 
By Catholic 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—As the 
“educational c r i s i s ” worsens, 
American leaders will eventual­ 
ly have to decide to utilize all of 
Cis country’s available education­ 
al resources, a Roman Catholic 
spokesman said here Friday. 
Speaking to the Ohio Catholic 
Welfare Conference, William B. 
Ball, executive 
director of the 
Pennsylvania Catholic Wei f a r e 
Conference, said there is a grow­ 
ing popular sentiment favoring in­ 
clusion of church-related schools 
in a federal aid to education pro­ 
gram. 
Bell said that amid claims of an 
“educational crisis” because of a 
national 
shortage 
of 
teachers, 
classrooms and facilities, the fact 
that Roman Catholic schools are 
providing these things for one-sixth 
of aH the school children in the 
nation is being ignored. 
Also being ignored by opponents 
of federal aid to parochial schools, 
he laid, is “the fact that Cathode 
schools are providing a savings to 
taxpayers nationally of somewhat 
more than $2 billion annually.” 
Bell claimed that federal aid to 
church-related schools is constitu­ 
tionally permissible.
